Dr. George E. Ladd, director of the 


School of Mines, told the Post-Dispatch | 


that he believed Croswell’'s mind became 
unbalanced. 

“Tl have noticed {t since he came back 
this fall,’’ said he. ‘“‘His address has been 
different. The expression of his eyes be- 
came wild and unsteady. It was like the 
yg ot mecmagy in the eyes of an insane man. 
I believe, had he been captured alive, he 
would have been cleared on the ground of 
insanity.’

DES MOINDBS, Io., Sept. 28.—The Iowa 
legislature, which convenes in this city the 
second Monday of January, 1902, will be 
asked to lend its assistance in a scheme 
to disfranchise 3500 Democratic voters of 
the capital city, and make Des Moines the 
first and only city in the United States in 
which the city aldermen are elected by the 
entire city and not by the wards which 
they represent. 

An effort is now being made to secure for 


Des Moines a special charter from the next 
Reneral assembly and the hjdden purport 
and object of this charter will be to make 
Des Moines continually Republican and to 
deny the Democrats all representation in 
the /pper branches of the cit¥ government 
Aiderman Gibson. who, with Alderman 
Dorr, is at the head of the new charter 
movement, frankly savs: 

“If we secure the charter It means an 
end to Democratic representation in the 
- gg ee chambers. That's one of the things

tion and will be elected by the voters of the 
entire city, instead of by the vote of the 
rove wards in which the candidates 
reside, as formerly- 

The number of representatives is also to 
be cut down, the alderman decreased from 
nine to five; placing the entire govern- 
ment of the capital citv in the hands of 
six men, elected by the entire city, which 
by reason of its being overwhelmingliv Re- 
publican (while two of three of the wards 
are aimost overwhelmingly Democratic), 
will place the entire control of the city in 
the hands of the Republicans 

The new charter scheme is being fath- 
ered by Aldermen Gibson and Door, both 
Republican aldermen from West Des 
Moines. They attended the recent conven- 

tion of the National League of Municipall- 
lies at Jamestown, N. Y., and there became 
imbued with the idea, although it is stated 
that if the plan suc ceeds here Des Moines 
will be the first city in the United States to 
follow this plan, give the municipal control 
entirely to one party and do away with 
wards and ward representation. 

In order to adopt this new plan the city 
must act under a special charter secured 
from the lowa Legislature, which is Re- 
publican and likely to favor the scheme to 
give the party complete power in the capl- 
ial city.

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Such is the inscription on the face of the 
monument the Jefferson Club will erect at 
Monticello, Thomas Jefferson's old home, 
while there on their pilgrimage next month. 

The.monument was completed yesterday, 
and, in the afternoon, hauled to the Jeffer- 
son Club on Grand avenue, where it will be 
on exhibition until tomorrow. Then it will 
be placed on a flat car and shipped to Char- 
lotteville, Va. 

The monument is plain, consisting of a 
base and a die. Both are unadorned, except 
by the inscription on one face of the latter. 
They are of red Missourt granite, highly 
polished. The granite was taken from & 
quarry at Doe Run, 8St. Francols County. 
It was the gift of August and John C. He- 
man, owners of the quarry. 

The base of the monument Is 4 by 3% feet 
and 18 inches high. The die is 3 by 2% and 
4 feet 8 inches high. Each is cut from a 
solid piece of anite. 

The total weight of the monument fs 9900 
pounds. 

The work on it was done under the direc- 
tion of John Grant, foreman of the Mis- 
souri Granite Works. Two men worked 
on It almost constantly for three weeks. 

The monument was designed by Henning 
W. Prentis, chairman of the monument 
committee, and the tnscription was his 
composition. 

The monument will be presented at Mon- 
ticello by Gov. Dockery of Missouri. Gov. 
Tvler of Virginia will accept It. 

Speeches will also be made by former 
Gov. D. R. Francis. Senator Vest, Senator

The monument will be placed on the lawn 
in front of the old house at Monticello.

It halls him asa 
champion of peace, whose desire to ~t 
move all causes for existing misunderstand- 
ings will be responded to most sympathet- 
ically by Russia,

The “Know Nothing Club” Would 
Visit an Empty House, Drink From 
a Jug Found There and Leave 
the Price. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 28.—One of

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F. MILLARD of Houston, Texas 
County, has the most remarka- 
e ble and the most profitable garden 

in Missouri. 

Mr. Millard raises ginseng, the prized 
panacea of all China, and his profits Ina 
single year aggregate as much as $26,000. 
He is the pioneer raiser of Missour!, and 
his garden is now supplying many hun- 
dreds of those who would follow in his 
steps with the seeds and roots necessary 
to establish a ginseng patch. 

Ginseng is a plant indlisxenous to a 
siderable portion of North America 
Asia. It grows in the thick woods of 

._ the country north and east of Tennessee 
and east of Nebraska, and is especially 
abundant in the Canadian provinces of 
Ontario and Quebec. It reaches its highest 
quality in the wild etdte in province 
of Manchuria, in China, and !s more abun- 
dant thére than in any other part of the 
world, the value of the ginseng forests be- 
ing such they are regarded and harvested 
by the crown. 

The roots of the ginseng plant are re- 
garded in every part of China as a reme- 
dy for all the ills to which flesh Its hetr. 
Be it heartache or headache, nervousness 
or lassitude, the Chinaman must have gin- 
seng in teas and pills. It is the Chinese 
panacea. Its medicinal properties are not 
recognized by physicians in any other part 
of the world, but the Celestial permits no 
inroads upon his faith, and pays handsome- 
ly for all the ginseng the wor!d can sup- 
ply. 

The Chinese have been using ginseng for 
many hundreds of years, so lone, in fact, it 
is to them a sacred substance no Chinaman 
can afford to ignore. The national devo- 
tion to the root was first noted by Father 
Jartoux, a missionary, who examined the 
weed and became convinced it was native 

-~ to North America, and possibly to Europe. 
Father Jartoux found the demand for gin- 
seng Much exxceeding the supply. The 
competition for it was such the highest 

, quality of dried ginseng from the Manchu- 
Tian woods, properly washed and dipped in 
honey, sold to the aristocrAts for as much 
as $200 a pound. / 

The observance of Father Jartoux, who 
was in China the first few years of the 
eighteenth century, led to inquiries among 
the French in North America. In 1716 
Joseph Francois Lafitauu, a Jesuit, an- 
nounced the discovery of ginseng in the 
wood near Montreal. Later it was found 
to be abundant in the forests of Ontario 
and Quebec, and was dug in such quantl- 
ties that in 1852 the Canadian exporters 
fent-to China ginseng valued at 
francs, or $100,000. This profitable trade 
with China was ruined by the Shipment of 
@ quantity of inferior ginseng taken from 
the ground too early in the vear. This un- 
fortunate shipment prejudiced the Chinese 
against the French Canadians, and severed 
business relations. 

Since the discoveries of Father Lafitau 
in 1716, Kinseng has been found in all the 
New England and North Central States, 
appearing 48 far south as Tennessee and aa 
far west as Nebraska. Coneidk rebie quan- 
tities of it were found in the thick woods 
of Missouri. It thrives best upon side hills, 
and is distinct tn appearance because of its 
five leaves crowning a stock which, in the 
wild state, reaches some eleht or ten 
inches above the ground. It is an old trick 
of the “sang” digger, as watherers of 
root are known in the Mississippi Valley, 
to work on the north side of a heavilv- 
shaded hill, for in such piaces the 
ordinarily found. 

Ginseng has been gathered in a desultory 
fashion in. the United States ever since it 
was discovered. But it has not been within 
the last few years that any one has uoder 
taken to domesticaie and cultivate 
plant and export the roots to China. 
1991 two Americans just about simu!ta- 
neously undertook the culture of ginseng 

‘ J. W. Bears began experimenting with wild 
ginseng plants at Somerset, Ky. and 
George Stanton undertook a similar work 

| at Apulia Station, New York, neither's 
plans being known to the other. 4° suc- 
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cess of these experiments was quite re- 
markable, 

Mr. Sears, es lally, made such progress 
that his succesaéreached the ears of men 
who desired to fomow in hia steps. One of 
these was G. F. Millard of Houston, Mo. 
In 1894 Mr. Millard went to Kentucky and 
spent a day with Mr. Sears. He returned 
to Missouri with some of the ginseng roots 
and seeds and a determination to domesti- 
cate the plant in Missourl. The success 
that has attended his efforts may be under- 
stood when It is known that hie profits for 
the sixth year were $25,000, and that the 
returns for 1990 and 1901 are much in ex- 
cess of this. Two years ago hé sold to a 
single nursery in New York 300,000 seed at 
2 cents each, and 290,000 l-year-old plants 
at 5 cents each, an aggregate of $16,000. In 
addition to this, Mr, Millard filled smaller 
orders to the amount of $9000, and this en- 
tire supply came from the crop of that 
year. 

Mr. Millard’s ginseng garden is unique. 
It is entirely covered over, and is rich and 
dark, resembling in these respects those 
places in the wood where ginseng is found. 
The plants are raised in long beds, and 
over these is an arbor covered with vines 
and heaped brush with the leaves on, mak- 
ing a shelter almost entirely eheitering 
the plants from the sun. 


The soll of the garden is enriched to the | 


highest state known to gardeners. It hasa 
new mulching of leaves at intervals, this 
fertilizer being especially invigorating to 
the ginseng plant. In comparison with 
the wild plant from the wooda, one of the 
plants in Mr. Millard'’s garden shows how 
much is accomplished by cultivation. The 
domesticated plant is larger, stronger, of a 
figer quality, and much heavier than its 
wild relative. These are important quall- 
ties, too, for the roots are valued according 
to their quality and weight. 

The ginseng plant Is of slow growth. The 
reeds do not germinate until 18 months af- 
ter planting unless subjected to artificial 
treatment known to a few growers. The 
roots are not lar@e enough to market to ad- 
vantage until they are three or four years 
of age. The grower has the following table 
of increase and value, prepared by J. W. 
Sears, the Kentucky ginseng grower:

These gardens are pleasant to ap- 
proach and behold, for the ginseng is a 
clean, handsome plant, and exudes a fra- 
grance permeating the air for a considera« 
ble distance around. 


Mr. Millard does his principal business 
with people who wish to engage in the cul- 
ture of ginseng. He sells many thousands 
of plants and many pounds of seeds, and 
it will not be many vears before the ex- 
ports of ginseng from Missourl! and sur- 
rounding states will be a considerable ar- 
ticle of commerce, for the plant is hardy 
and consistent In its yields, and there are 
no instances of its failure in this part of 
the Mississippi Valley. 

The ginseng harvest comes in Septem- 
ber. It is then the seeds are ripe. The 
roots that are to go to market are per- 
mitted to remain tin the until later 
in the fall. It is a mistake to pull them 
sooner, for they have not yet recovered 
from the sojl the vitality they have in 
stock during its summer growth. In Vir- 
ginia and Ontario there are laws prohilbit- 
ing the digging of ginseng before Sept. 1. 
Premature gathering has almost destroyed 
the plant in the mountains of North Caro- 
lina, where ginseng Was once quite plentl- 
ful and afforded a livelihood for many 
“sang’’ men. They sold it for $ and $a 
pound. 

The United States has exported great 
quantities of wild ginseng, averaging as 
much as 500,00 pounds for the last 659 
years. Very little of the domesticated ar- 
ticle has gone out. This is because the 
plants and seeds have been In demand by 
other persons wishing to engage in gen- 
sing culture. The demand upon the Mil- 
lard garden in Missouri much exceeds the 
supply. 

A ginseng plant lives to a great age 
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scars upon the root stock. Each of these 
represents a stem, which grows once ev- 
éry year, so that every scar on the root 
stock of a plant represents a year in its 
Plants more than W years of age are 
not uncommon, 

The ginseng plant is conspicuous in the 
woods. The stem rises about a foot from 
the ground, and then divides into what ap- 
pear to be branches, but are really the 
stulks of compound leaves. They are gen- 
erally three in number, sometimes four or 
five, and are from three to four inches 
long. Each bears five thin leaflets, occa- 
sionally three to seven, palmately ar- 
ranged, two of them only an inch-or so 
long, the remiainder three to four inches, 
egg-shaped in outline, with the broad end 
away from the stalk, abruptly pointed and 
saw-toothed. From the junction of the left 
stalks the stem is continued into an erect 
flower stalk, from two to five inches long, 
bearing in July a cluster of small, yel- 
low-green flowers. These are soon followed 
by the fruit, which develops rapidly, re- 
maining green unfil August, when it be- 
gins to turn red, becoming scarlet late in 
August or In September, when it is fully 
ripe. The berries, which are edible and 
have the taste of the root, are about the 
size of peas, and each contains two seeds, 
occasionally three, Ginseng does not spread 
by the root, its@only mode of reproduction 
being by the seed. 

Ginseng may bé cultivated either by 
transplanting the wild plants or by secur- 
ing from some of the ginseng growers some 
of the cultivated plants or their seeds. The 
garden should be of loamy soils, and must 
be shaded, for rays will kill the 
plants Some successfully raise

The men use boomerangs, 
though not the returning weapon thrown by 
the Australians, and can kW! rabbits with 
them at 50 and 60 feet. The tribe is chiefly 
interesting for its religion. In this respect 
no other Indian nation in our ‘countryv ap- 
proaches it in interest, for the Moki are 
the most zealous religionists we have. 

The missionaries who among the 
Moki cannot point to an Indian they have 
won away from the old Moki faith. They 
are net to be won. It was the faith of 
their fathers and the fathers of their fa- 
thers, and their A gggp tion to it is not con- 
fined to a few men and women in the 
tribe, but to every Moki man, woman and 
child. 

There ts no white man who understands 
the Moki rejigion. I am sure of this. And 
[ am almost as certain there is no Moki 
who understands his faith sufficiently to 
tell Just what it is. He knows the forms, 
the ceremonies, because his father knew 
them and handed them down to him. He 
knows how to make the many little fetishes 
which play. an important part in the 
dances—a little band with the feathers of 
an eagle on it, a little buckskin sack with 
Sacred meal in it, a wrapped corn husk be-

Many missionaries haVe endeavored to 
win these religionists ta the Christian 
faith, but they have labored tn vain. The 
Moki clings to the belief and the ceremo- 
nies of his fathers. There are now two 
missionaries there, a Miss Collins on the 
second mesa at Mishonginovi, and a Mr. 
Voth on the third mesa at Oraibl. These 
good people are working zealously among 
the Moki, but neither of them has @ con- 
vent. TIT think I can say. positively that 
there. is not a Moki tn Tusuyan_whe has 
been won from his faith. J 

The Mok! are in some respects a delight- 
ful people. The light side of life is up- 
permost. They lack the taciturnity of 
many of the Indian tribes, and are in 
clined to make work a sport, necessity @ 
pleasure and to have their laughs and 
jokes. They are singers and song makers. 
The man sings at his work, and the moth- 
er to her babe. One hears the songs of the 
corn grinders and the priests tn the kiva 
vault. They have lullabys, songs of the 
chase, of war, work, love and religion. 
The Moki are like chi'dren, having thelr 
light and their very serious side, The se- 
riousness and gravity with which they con. 
duct their religious ceremonies are very 
impressive. They do not drink whisky, nor 
do they gamble. They have feasts and pic- 
nics, and they are the best entertained peo- 
ple in the world with their never-ending 
round of dances. Every Moki belleves that

The average price was $100, army 
mules being of the smaller class and in con- 
sequence the least valuable, for a mule’s 
size is everything. 

The receipts in mules and horses are 
about equal week in and out. Some of the 
horses are sold privately, but the bulk of 
them go at auction. This auction is the 
chief feature of interest in the big market. 
Btepping from the streetcar and turning 
into Jones boulevard about 9 o'clock in the 
morning, the visitor comes upon a round 
frame building, from the door of which a 
bell clangs to apprise that the auction is 
to begin. 

Up the boulevard are groups of men be- 
fore the barns, some of them talking horse, 
some mule; some examining a  horse— 
looking at his teeth to determine his age, 
putting an ear to his nostrils to ascertain 
if he has sound wind, looking him over for 
ecars, noting his eyes to see that he is not 
blind. Another group is watching a horse 
in action. A boy rides him up and down, 
now in a canter and now at a dead run, 
that the onlookers may know whether he 
has good action. Still another group watch- 
es a harnessed horse, another a team of 
mules, and Jones boulevard ts one of the 
busiest of places when the bell announces 
the aution. 

Leaving the business of the street for the 
nonce, the horsemen move into the auction 
hall. The buyers, numbering forty or fifty, 
form two lines before the auction stand, 
leaving a space of 10 feet between the lines. 
The auctioneer, a very sober fellow, giving 
no sign of the vocal feats he Is soon to per- 
form, mounts into his chair, strips him of 
his coat and collar, and seizes In his right 
hand a short, thick club with which he ts to 
fay and frantically flagellate the stand be- 
fore him when he shall get the auction 
worked up to a white heat. 

The buyers are not especially noticeable 
except for the lines they form before the 
auctioneer. They are for the most part ex- 
perts, buying for eastern firms at a good 
wage, but there is nothing in their dress wr 
manner to Indicate that they earn three and 
four, even five, thousand dollars a year. 
They are for the most part men of consider- 
abie size and average some thirty-five or 
forty years. 

On the side of the hall opposite the auc- 
tloneer are seats in tiers. A few specta- 
tors and stockmen climb Into these. Be- 
hind the auctioneer is an alleyway through 
which the horses to be sold are already be- 
ing brought in by many hostlers from the 
stable .of-the firm which is to sell this 
morning. Four men come out with long 
Whips and take up a position at either end 
of the open runway between the two lines 
of bidders. An inspector takes up a posi- 
tion Just where the horses are to be brought 
out. Then a member of the selling firm 
comes into the open place, whip in hand, 
and the auction begins. 

A hostier passes the halter strap of the 
first horse in to the instructor, who passes 
him on to an athletic young man, stripped 
for hot work, and sings out in practiced 
voice: 

“Four-year-old, one tip o’ wire.”’

antiseptic,, and it does not kill the germs 
which might be on the missile at the 
time of its discharge from the gun.

The raw material for the manufacture of 
“eplinte,”” as the diminutive sticks of wood 
whieh carry the igniting material are calicd, 
usually consists of a special grade of sawn 
lumber, the wood being chosen for the 
Straightness of its grain and its freedom 
from notches. This lumber costs from $26 
to as high as $50 per 1000, board measure. 
In cutting the splints it is necessary that 
the grain should run parallel with the 
splint, otherwise the ‘atter will snap in two 
when the match ig struck. The impossibil- 
ity of securing sawn lumber in which the 
grain is everywhere paraile: with the bogid 
results in a vonsiderable percentage cf 
waste. To avold this waste and to render 
it possible to use a cheaper grade of lum- 
ber, the Federal Match Co. manufacture 
their splints from white pino curdwcod. 
The rough lumber, as soon as it Is delivered 
at the works, is peeled, split, and stacked 
to dry. The eplit wood is then sawn cross- 
wise of the grain into two-inch lengths, 
and the splints are cut from these blocks 
in a specially-designed planing machine. 
The planing tool of this machine consists

of a double row of circular knives super- 
imposed above one another, there being 32 
of these little knives in each row. As the 
knife makes 250 strokes per minute, the ca- 
pacity of each machine, allowing for time 
loet in picking up a fresh block, is nearly a 
million geplints per hour. The eplints are 
first dried by hot air, and then gathered 
up by boys and placed in the hopper of a 
cleaning machine, where all slivers or brok- 
en fragments are separated out. The clean- 
er consists of a hopper which delivers the 
matches onto the upper end of a sloping 
oscillating table, whose surface contains a 
number of paralle] grooves. running in the 
direction of the osclllation intervals of 
a féw inches transverse slots are cut entire- 
ly through the table. The match splints 
travel down the table and fall into a recep- 
tacle below, while the slivers and broken 
fragments fall through the slots. From the 
cleaning machine the splints are taken to 
a straightening machine, where they are 
shaken down until they arrange themselves 
side by side in long parallel rows, just as 
cordwood is arranged and stacked by the 
wood-cutter. The machine is then stopped 
and the slats drawn away, leaving the 
matches straightened out ready for further 
handling. They are picked up and put in 
“holders.” little boxes 4 inches deep, 2 
inches wide, and 15 inches in length. These 
holders are carried to the large match- 
making machine which forms the chief 
subject of our illustrations. 

The very interesting match-making ma- 
chine finishes the match In one continuous 
operation; dipping it in parafine wax, tip- 
ping it with phosphorus, drying it out, and 
delivering it ready for shipment, the whole 
operation taking just 82 minutes, and the 
matches being turned out at the rate of 
18,000,000 per day of 20 hours. Generally 
speaking, this machine may be described 
as an endless belt, 600 feet in length, known 
as the carrier, which extends up and down 
the length of the room, passing at each 
turn over end-sprockets. The belt travels 
with an intermittent motion at the rate of 
§ inches a stroke and 380 strokes a minute. 
Each link of the belt consists of a set of 
transverse slats, known as a “‘block,’’ and 
in each block are placed #0 splints. After 
the splints have been ‘nserted no further 
handling is necessary, each block being 
successively dipped in wax, dried, tipped 
with phosphorus and again dried, and fin- 
ally delivered as finished matches ready for 
packing. 

The special improvement in the machine 
under consideration, as distinguished from 
all others, lies in the great rapidity with 
which the splints can be charged into the

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ANYBODY 


CAN BECOME A JUGGLER 


So Cinquevalli, 
Art Says, and, 
NEW YORK, Sept. 24. 
Bpecial Correspondence of the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch. | 
NYBODY can be a juggler. At least 
A that is what Cinquevalli says, and 
he is supposed to be the greatest 
juggler alive. 

The other day Cinquevalli, who is now 
in New York, explained something of his 
marvelous art to the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
correspondent and described some tricks 
which are within the reach of all. With six 
week# practice, he says, anybody should 
be able. to entertain a parlor audience with 
@ varied program. 

By CINQUEVALLI 

He best jugglers, like all great artists, 

ay are, however, born, not made. To 

perform the great feats In jugglery 

one must have a delicacy of touch, steadi- 

ness of nerve and quickness of eve which 

few possess. These natura! gifts must 

be developed by years of the most constant 
training. 

A good juggler must, besides, have an 
exact knowledge of gravity and a quickness 
of perception and judgment far beyond that 
required in any other trade. 

The popular ideas are all wrong or nearly. 
American audiences like first ofall to be 
amused and never to be alarmed or fright- 
ened. The tricks which go best, amateurs 
will do well to remember, are the spectacu- 
jar ones, not the most difficult or danger- 
ous. I have frequentiy spent months on a 
trick only to have it received coldly by the 
audience while a trick so elmple I have 
been almost ashamed to use it has brought 
Gown the house. 
To-succeed in any branch of juggling, one 
should begin with the very A LB C of the 

art. Tt is first of all important to have the 
nerves in good condition. Before beginning 
practice always dress in loosely-fitting and 
perfectiy comfortable clothing. It is well 
to begin such practice by learning to bal- 
ance a stick on end. Anybody can, of 
course, hold a cane or umbrella balanced 
on the tip of the finger for a few seconds, 
but very few people know how to do so 
properly. Trifllng as this exercise may 
geem, itis c the utmost importance to the 
= ould-be juggler. 

Tt is not generally known that the longer 
and heavier the stick the easier it will be 
to balance. It looks much easier, for ex- 
ample, to balance a pencil than a broom 
handle, though exactly the reverse is the 
case. It is well to begin, therefore, with 
the largest pole one can handle with 
ease. A broom handle or even a clothes 
prop is best suited for the purpose. 

The greater the vertical measurement 
of any object the easier it will be to bal- 
ance. 

The commonest mistake made by the ama- 
teur juggler in in keeping his eye on the 
middie or at the bottom of the object he is 
balancing. One's attention should always 
be directed at the very top of the object 
and he should aim to keep the bottom di- 
rectly below this point. 

As quick as one learns to balance one 
pole successfully he should exchange it for 
a shorter and lighter object. One of the 

most difficult things in the world bal- 
@nce is a cigarette or a toothpick. “Most

people make the mistake of beginning to 
practice with a cigarette or toothpick. 
One has made great progress when he has 
learned to balance a cigarette on the finger- 
tip. 

Few people know that it Is easler to bal- 
ance a stick on one's head than on the 
hand. A little practice will soon convince 
the most sceptical that this is true. The 
explanation lies in the fact that the muscles 
and nerves used in balancing are nearer to 
the brain than they are to the hand. The 
fraction of time it takes to transmit an or- 
der from the brain to the finger tips is 
saved when the balancing is done on the 
head. In very delicate work this saving of 
time is of great importance. 

The next step is to balance one stick on 
top of another. Here again the eye should 
be directed at the top of the upper stick. 
When the upper stick sways to the right 
the hand should be moved to the left until 
the two sticks ere on the same line;. then 
both should be moved quickly to the right. 
The same rule obtains in balancing any 
humber of objects. 

As s00n as this lesson has been learned it 
is easy to perform many tricks which are 
apparentiy very difficus. The marvelous 
feats performed are for the most part dlab- 
orations of this principle, 

Probably the most remarkable feat 
juggling in the 
billiard balls and cue. I hold a small wine- 
giass in my mouth with a billiard ball rest- 
ing on the top. On this is a billiard cue 
and on top of this are two billiard balls 
resting one op top of the other. 

l spent eight years in learning to bal 
ance one bililard ball on top another, 
but when this was mastered the rest 
comparatively easy. I simply followed the 
Bame rule as that laid down in the case of 
the clothes prop—of keeping my eye on the 
top of the uppermost object. The trick of 
throwing @ number of balls in the air and 
catching each ‘as it reaches the hand can 
be easily mastered. The beginner should 
Start with one ordinary tennis bali. The 
principal thing for him to remember is tu 
watch the ball when it is thrown. The eye 
Should be trained to judge the exact point 
where it comes to rest in the air before de 
sending. The hand will then involuntary) 
move tO @ Spot exactly beneath it. 

A juggler who thinks of his hands Is lost 
As soon as the problem of the one bali has 
been solved, a second ball can be added 
and after that two and three balls, 
bly more. 

When one has gained confidence great 
variety can be lent to thes@ tricks by sub- 
S\ituling teacups or other fragile objects 
for the tennis balls. They are no more dif- 
ficult to juggle, as a matter Of fact, than 
tennis balls and the trick is vastly more 
attractive. I juggle nine balis at the same 
time, The best record of any juggler is 
elght balls. 

When these primer lessons in juggling and 
balancing have been mastered it Is possible 
to perform a great variety of tricks with 
ease and confidence. A good trick for a 
beginneg is that of balancing a sheet of 
cigarette paper on the nose. The trick is 
attractive and jlooks mych more difficult 
than it really Is. 

Another attractive trick which is much 
easier than it seems is to balance a plate 
on the forehead by throwing the head far 
back. A light stool or chair can also be 
kept in position with comparative ease. /

As each frame, with 
its 400 matches, travels across the upper 
portion of thetroller the proper amount of 
phosphorus is deposited. By the time the 
matches have traveled in the carrier 
through the whole circuit of the machine 
the composition has become thoroughly 
dried out. .The matches are ultimately 
brought back to the receiving station end 
of the system, where the circular cam de- 
scends between the slats and releases the 
matches, and they are pushed out of the 
carrier frame automatically by means of a 


discharger comb which descends from above 


the seats for this purpose. The matches

My main object in directing attention to 
these drifts fs to Suggest the idea that they 
illustrate an, apparent paradox. The bot- 
tles themselves float upon the surface, but 
if I were asked whether the lines drawn 
upon a chart to show the'r course repre- 
sented the surface currents of the sea, the 
currents with which the navigator has to 
deal, I should say emphatically no The 
actual surface current presents no such 
uniformity, either in direction or velocity. 
As an example of this, take the currents 
actually observed, in the flve-degree square 
of the North Atlantic Ocean bounded by 
the parallels 35 and 40 degrees north and 
the meridians 65 and 70 degrees west (off. 
the coast of Hatteras to Sandy Hook), in 
the heart, therefore, of what is ordinarily 
known as the Gulf stream, concerning 
which the popular impression is that it 
flows along steadily like a mighty “river. 
Il’or any given month, say September, the 
currents actually observed! within this 
square were as follows: y 

Setting northeast, 82 per cent of the 
whole number of observations ranging 
from 6 to 70 miles in 24 hours, 

Setting southeast, 23 per cent of the whole 
number of observations ranging from 8 to 
66 miles in 24 ‘hours. 

Setting southwest, 27 per cent of the whole 
number of observations ranging from 6 te 
76 miles in 24 hours, ” 

Setting northwest, 18 per cent of 
whole number of observations ran 
from 9 to 63 miles in 24 hours. 

Evidently here there is none. of the uni- 
formity presented by the drifts and’ which 
the mind ordinarily associates with the 
Gulf stream, 

To get at the true meaning of these 
lines of drift beyond the fact that they 
represent the resultant of the traverse line 
pursued by the bottle in Its journey, it is 
necessary to go back to the motive power 
which gives rise to the surface currents of 
the sea, viz., the winds. A perfectly steady 
wind acting continuously on the surface 
of the sea will, through friction, give rise 
to a movement of the surface waters In the 
direction as the wind Itself. If the 
latter continues for a sufficient length of 
time the {mpulse, first felt only at the seur- 
face, will gradually communicate *itgelf 
dewnward, owing ‘to the viscosity of the

It has, 
for Instance, been estimated that In ~@ 
depth of 2000 fathoms a surface current 
of given velocity would require a perio@ 
of 200,000 years to transmit its due pro- 
portion of this velocity to a point halfway 
toward the bottom.

Perfectly steady winds, however, do not 
exist, even in the region of the tradea 
The winds are constantly changing, and the 
surface currents change with them. The 
lower strata of the ocean, however, are 
insensible to these changes, and at a c¢on- 
siderable distance below the surface the 
waters of the ocean have probably e slow 
but perfectly uniform motion, the direction 
of the motion probably agreeing closely 
with that of the resultant surface winds. 

We have, therefore, in the body of the sea 
two distinct sets of currents; first, those at 
the immediate surface, which move prac- 
tically at the obedience of the surface 
winds, sometimes in one direction, 
sometimes in another; second, those 
of the lower strata, which are 
constant in direction and velocity and 
represent the aggregate effect of the winds

You have doubtle wondered what use is 
made of all this ma The answer is 
found in these St. Louis factories. 

At Seventh and Carr streets there is a 
big factory wholly devoted to waste paper. 
All the material that goes into the place is 
paper that has in some way been used. It 
from many The publishing 
houses furnish the bulk of it The dirty 
Street furnishes none of it. Dirty paper is 
the one kind of paper this factory cannot 
buy or sell, 

The waste paper that comes Into this fac- 
comes out in 23 different grades of 
bales. It is hard to believe there could be 
23 grades in waste paper, but they are 
there, and the women and girls who do the 
sorting know all of them and can place 
each plece of paper in the separate basket 
placed to receive it. There are 75 of these 
sorters in this single factory, which, 
though it is the largest, is not the only one 
in the city. 

Miss Mary Bouer is the forewoman at the 
Carr street waste paper factory. She has 
held this position for three years. Mis: 
Bouer knows the 23 grades of paper like a 
seaman knows the points of the compass. 
It ig a part of her work to take in hand 
the girls who come without experience. In 
a little while she teaches them to separate 
the papers of many qualities.

HAVE been working at paper 
sorting for 12 years. 

The paper is collected from all the 
large office buildings in the city, and news- 
paper establishments, printing houses and 
is weighed, then 
taken to the fourth floor, where it is emp- 
tied out of the sacks. It is then dropped 
down the chutes on the sorting tables. 
These are 26 feet long. The tops are heavy 
wire screens, through which the dust 
passes, making the paper free from dust. 

After the paper is placed on the sorting 
tables the girls sort into 23 different grades. 
They are yellow tissue, hard white shav- 
ings, No. 1 white book shavings, No. 1 
manila, No. 2 manila, printed book, No. 2 
white shavings, colored writing, white 
blank, printed news folded, printed news 
crumpled, mixed shavings, excelsior, straw- 
board, wrapper, book backs, tarboard, com- 
mon rags, jute rope, sisal rope, mixed rope 
and burlap. 

Bach piece of paper is handled and put 
into large baskets. A great deal of care 
and ekill is required in sorting. After con- 
tinuous handling you learn to tell most of 
the different grades by secing or feeling 
them. But some of the white paper made 
out of wood pulp so closely resembies that 
which is made of rags that it Is impossible 
for even an expert sorter to tell the differ- 
ence.

The coarsest and oldest of 
this material goes to the paper mills and

Waste cloths are not graded like waste 
papers. There are but a few grades, and 
each of these has a number of Subgrades. 
some of it is good enough to ZO back to 
the cloth mills to be made into new cloth. 
Some of it is unfit for anything but paper 
making, but for a higher grade of paper 
than that to be made from the old rags, 
carpets and ropes. Mine Jinen papers are 
made from some of the new linen cuttings. 

The people who sort the new cloth cut- 
tings are much older than those who do 
the sorting in the waste paper mills. These 
latter are almost all girls, but women do 
the sorting of new cloths. Their work re- 
quires more experience, and they get from 
to $1.25 a day. Wages in the paper 
factory run from $3 to $8 a week.

ik} waste cloth of a big city like Sr. 
Louls is a considerable commercial 
commodity. We established this 
business 30 years ago to handle nothing but 
waste cloths, fabrics, ropes, carpets, 
and it has grown until now we handle 
many tons of this stuff every week. 

Our principal source of supply is the gar- 
ment factory. There are a great many such 
factories in St. Louis, and each of them 
has tons of cuttings to sel] every year. 
These cuttings are new goods. They are 
not old rags at all, and have never been 
used. They are just as they came from the 
cloth mill. We get them and separate them 
into the grades and subgrades. If they are 
woolens, we send them to the cloth mills 
to be made into new cloths. Others wil! 
make shoddy. Those of an inferior quality 
&o to make cheap paper, and the linen cut- 
tings to make fine linen papers. 

There is a constant demand for 
goods, And supplying it keeps the city 
swept clean. Every garment factory and 
tallor shop is relieved of its cuttings as 
fast as they accumulate. Even the samples 
from the big wholesale dry goods houses 
find their way to our tables. 

There is no cloth that is too poor to be 
used for something. Some of-it may be too 
dirty for assortment, and without a price, 
but if it is clean enough to be handled it 
can be made into either paper or cloth. 

The assorting of these cuttings and the 
old rags, carpets, etc., is a work confined to 
women and girls. They become experienced 
in i and readily separate the many grades 
of cloth. They know woolens in all their 
different values. And so with all other fab- 
Tics and cloths. 

Over in our old rags building we even 
handle old hats. These go to the hat facto- 
ries. The felt is made into new hats. Much 
of the rope we get goes back to the rope 
factories to be made into new rope. We 
get starched goods from the flour bag 
mills, and wash the starch out. We get 
old cotton, and oftentimes bales of new 
cotton that have had some mishap. It all 
serves our purpose and goes to be made 
into paper or cloth. Hundreds of collectors 
of these things bring in the waste of St. 
Louis. Hundreds of others ship to us from 
the cities and towns around. So there is 
very little actual waste of any sort of 
cloth in or around St. Louls. It all has 
some value, ranging from a fraction of a 
cent to 10 cents a pound. 
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VEN the lilies of tHe field, it anpears, 
may become hysterical or have ner- 
vous prostration.

Many of the commoner flowers, among 
therm the pink and lavender lliacs, showed 
the unmistakable eviderice of the presence 
of the same nervous system operated in this 
manner, while several varieties of wild 
meadow blossoms have more highly or- 
ganized nervous centers.

Has Recently Gathered at His Castle of Fredenborg 
the Heads ot Four Great Nations and Many Princes.

The President of the French Republic was 
referring to the gathering of sovereigns at 
the antique tle near Copenhagen, where 
King Christian of Denmark spends the 
pleasant season every year. 

This venerable monarch has had with him 
thie vear nearly al! the members of his 
family—in truth, the most imposing assém- 
bly of crowned in Europe In many 
years. 

Around the 
the King of Denmark, the Czar and Czarina 
of Russa, Kine and Queen of England, 
the Dowager Mmpress of Russia, the King 
and Quee ree the King of Sweden 
and Norway besides about two dozen 
princes and princesses, dukes and duchess- 
es, every an heir to high destinies. 

King Christian never better than on this 
eccasion deserved the name of ‘‘father-in- 
law of Europe,” which Bismarck once gave 
him with impudent familiarity and which 
the people have fondly continued to apply 
to the ruler of Hamlet's country. 

The Kingdom of Denmark may justly be 
proud of the fact that, although the extent of 
its territory hardly equais that of the small- 
est states of the United States, its influence 
—which has never been properly estimated 
till now—spreads because of its King’s al- 
Hances over more empires than even Na- 
poleon’s will could ever affect. 

Doubtless this is what President Loubet 
had in mind when he uttered his prediction. 

For it is quite well known that King Fd- 
ward so loves and reveres his father-in-law 
that the late Queen Victoria had several 
times occasion to manifest impatience tow- 
ard her son and heir for rem g her too 
constantly of what King Christian thought 
and advised. On the devotion of Queen 
Alexandra for her father it is use to 
dwell, for it has become proverbial ar 
most as much can be said of the loving 
spect always shown to the aged ruler of the 
tiny realm by the sovereigns the im- 
mense Russian Empire. 

On the other hand, the angry scene which 
the Czar made when the recent proclama- 
tion of Kitchener to the Boers was read to 
him substantiates the rumor that he has 
all along considered the South African war

S @ rule, the skulls of monkeys do 
A not at all resemble those of human 
beings. Lut the cranium of this sim- 
fan curiosity from the region of the Ort- 
noco is wonderfully human-like. It shows 
hardly more projection of the jaw than is 
found in many ftemroes, the forehead js 
well shaped and rather high, and the whole 
shape of the head te such as to suggest a 
firet-rate mind organ 
Bpesking in « general way, one may say 
that the cranium of the woolly monkey ex- 
Dibita a @trene #uperficlal reeemblance to a 
human ke!) ie # marked similarity 
of santnny, «4 of 
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epectes has as large a brain, in proportion 
to the size of the animal as a man pos- 
sesses. As in a man's skull, the jaw and 
teeth are weak and the face relatively 
small, while the ‘“‘dome of thought’ swells 
Out above and behind In a magnificent de- 
velopment. One might imagine such a skull 
to have contained the brain of a simian 
philosopher. 

Oddly enough, however, the woolly mon- 
key is not especialy clever or tntellectual. 
All monkeys are Smart, ranking next to 
man among animals in point of intell'gence, 
but this species ts not distinguished by any 
exceptional mental endowment. Examina- 
tion of its brain shows that the latter Is 
different from a man’s, having not nearly 
s0 much of the gray matter that does the 
thinking and being comparatively smooth 
for lack of the elaborate convolutions which 
mark the brain of a human being. 

In a monkey or a man the part of the 
brain that does the thinking is in the front 
and upper part of the skull. It is called 
the ‘‘cerebrum;" the part behind and be- 
neath regulates the vital functions. Now, 
this latter portion, which governs sight, 
hearing, smell, locomotion and the bodily 
activities generally, ts much more devel- 
oped in the monkey than tn the man 

It is painful to be obliged to acknowledge 
that the monkey ta supericr to the man in 
ony way, but it le undentable. A woolly 
monkey of the Orinoco, for example, Is 
veetly more active phye#ically than the most 
athietio human being and it can endure 
much more fatique, Ite eyesight ts sharp- 
er, it hearse better and ite sense of smell 
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is keener. Besides, it possesses in effect five 
hand, being able to use its feet as such, 
while its prehensible tail serves as a fifth. 

The largest monkey skull is that of the 
gorilla, but its great Size is due to the enor- 
mous development of the face, especially 
the jaw, and to the huge ridges of bone 
which overhan® the eye sockets and project 
from the upper part of the skull. Biting 
and fighting is the business of the animal, 


and not thinking, so that it {s not surpris- 
ing to find that the brain is actually small. 

A striking feature of the human skull 
is the chin. The gorilla has no chin; 
neither has the orang, nor yet the chim- 
panzee. In fact, the only species of ape 
that possesses a chin is the Siamang gib- 
bon, a native of Asia. 

Another distinctive feature is the nose. 
The orang and chimpanzee have no nose,

Much depends upon even- 
ness of barring and the well-defined lines 
between the two colors, for when either en- 
croaches upon the other the greatest 


and the gorilla's !s a mere attempt at one. 
With one exception the only ape that has a 
real nose is the Hoolockgibbon, which pos- 
Bess a somewhat resembling that of 
a oman, slightly aquiline. The exception 
noted is the * monkey" of Bor- 
neo, which has a huge nose, almost a freak 
in its way. 

The moral character of a monkey may 
be judged with a fair degree of accuracy 
by the shape of its skull. Where the bones 
of the face and jaw are greatly developed 
and the brain cas@ is relatively small the 
animal !s sure to be brutish and ferocious. 
One finds a notable example of the kind in 
the gorilla. On the other hand, most of the 
long-tailed monkeys of tropical America, 
which have small faces and large brain 
cases, are tractable and mild of disposi- 
tion. 

The baboon or “dog-faced ape," numefr- 
ous in North Africa, has qa skull jof the 
most brutal type and !s notorious for its 
untamable and savage character, it raids 
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place of security.

This combination of Nght and dark colors 
creates the so-called blue tint of the barrea 
Plymouth Rocks.

They are prolific In ylelding me 
dium-sized brown eggs of the richest favor 
Under all conditions they will produce ag 
many eggs as any thoroughbred fowl. The 
broad, deep and well-rounded breast gives 
these fowls their value as table poultry. 
The notably rounded keel bone that extendg 
well forward helps to build out the founda- 
tion for plenty of breast meat. 

The government's efforts for the advance. 
ment of homebred fowls will undoubtedly 
awaken renewed Interest among farmers 
and skilled American fanciers in producing 
this, the best specimen in our poultry, 
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fruit orchards frequertly, and possessing 
a cunning almost diabolical is hard to kill 
or capture.
